Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claims 21-31 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Arras et al and Robinson et al. Rejections based on the 
newly cited reference(s) follow. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21-25, 27, 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Arras et al Nature Biotechnology 16:159-162 (02/1998) in combination with 

Robinson et al.(RG Landes Co, pages 79-104, 1997). 

Arras et al suggest that the delivery of microencapsulated angiogenic factors is 
indicated for improving cardiac function after cardiomyopathy (see Abstract and 
Discussion). Similarly, Robinson et al describe the improved cardiac function derived 
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from implantation of myoblast derived cells. Both appear to deliver their bioactives or 
cells via catheter implantation. Those of ordinary skill would have therefore found it well 
within their skill to combine these treatment methods for their art recognized use in 
improving cardiac function. The order of delivery does not appear to be critical, and 
since both treatment methods are directed to the same therapeutic effect, their 
combination would flow from what is known concerning cardiac treatment. The 
oprdinary practitioner would therefore have a reasonable expectation of improved 
cardiac function through the combination of these treatments. As such, the instantly 
claimed therapeutic method would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time 
of invention given the teachings of Arras et al in view of Robinson et al. 

Claims 26, 28, 29, and 31 are objected to as dependent upon a rejected base 

claim.
